Missing Lamp Alone Prevented 
Tragedy—''We’re Paid to No- 
tice Things Like That,’ Says 
Modest Engineer 


Engineer T. B. Ragsdale frustrated an 
attempt to wreck the Dixie Flyer, 
“Pride of the Central of Georgia,” at 
Hampton, Ga. Tuesday night at 9:20 
o'clock. But for the vigilance and 
presence of mind the train, laden with 
scores of passengers just retiring to 
their berths, would have dashed into a 
trap at a fifty-mile-an-hour gait and 
been precipitated into the ditch, a mass 
of twisted wreckage. 


Railroad detectives and special agents 
are endeavoring Wednesday to find the 
man or men who, plotting the destruc- 
tion of the fast train, broke open the 
lock of a switch stand controlling the 
approach of a siding, cunningly set the 
switch point in a neutral position be- 
tween the rails of the main line and 
those of the side track, and then placed 
blocks of steel in the opening so the lo- 
comotive would be thrown from the 
track. Bloodhounds brought to the scene 
from the Monroe county convict camp 
failed to pick up the trail of the men, 
owing to recent rains. 

NO MOTIVE KNOWN. 

The motive for the attempted wreck is 
net known. Robbery is scoffed at by 
railroad officials. The crime has the 
earmarks of the work of a fiend who 
planned the disaster for revenge or 
simply to gratify an abnormal desire to 
wreak destruction. 

The Dixie Flyer leaves Atlanta night- 
ly at 8:30 o’clock over the Central of 
Georgia tracks. Its ultimate destination 
is Jacksonville, Fla. Engineer Rags- 
dale pulls it from “Atlanta to Macon.

He immediately applied the 
emergency brakes and brought the train 
to a full stop in seventy-five yards. He 
was too late to avoid running into the 
open switch, but owing to the decreas- 
ed speed of the train the locomotive 
bounded over the obstruction without 
leaving the rails. The missing lamp 
was found a few rods away in a corn 
field. It was still burning, No one 
was in sight. 
ENGINEER AROUSED FROM SLEEP. 

None of the passengers on the train 
were aroused and after the crew made a 
ten-minute investigation they proceeded 
te Macon, Engineer Ragsdale returned 
to Atlanta Wednesday morning bringing 
another train. He immediately went to 
bed in his room at 101 1-2 Whitehal 
street. ‘ 

Aroused from sleep a few hours latér 
by a reporter and asked how he came 
to notice the missing lamp, he said: 
“Well, you know we're paid to look out 
for things like that.” 

“Tt was Mr. Westinghouse that pre- 
vented the wreck anyhow,” he said: 
“You've got to take off, your hat to 
him. He made the brakes that keep the 
trains from going into the ditch nowa- 
days.”

STONE MOUNTAIN JUDGE | Passes Away _ ALL SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


STILL ACTS IN FULTON, | 


Present Judges of Superior 
Court Will Probably Recom-_ 
mend Such in Conference 


A discussion of the “judicial situation” 
in the Atlanta circuit among attorneys 
and members of the board of county 
commissioners has developed the fact 
that it is not improbable that the judg¢ 
of the Stone Mountain circuit will con- 
tinue to sft in Fulton county. 

The entire matter rests with the pres- 
ent judges of the superior court and 
as yet they have held no conference. 
The act creating the fcurth judge of 


the Atlanta circuit follows exactly the 
language of the act creating the third 
judgeship, now held by Judge George L. 
Bell. 

While it has been generally conceded 
that the fourth judge, Judge Benjamin 
H. Hill, now of the court of appeals. 
would sit entirely on criminal cases, 
and that the judge of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit would be relieved of duty 
In this county, this is not certain. 

General Clifford L. Anderson, of the 
board of county commissioners, has 
pointed out that there is nothing in 
the act that prescrives what orancin 
of the superior court work Judge Hill 
will preside over and there is nothins 
in the act which automatically discon- 
tinues the work of the Stone Mountain 
judge in this circuit. 

The county commissioners can notify 
the judge of the Stone Mountain circuit, 


who after October 1 will be C. 8S. Reid, 
that his services here are no longer 
needed, and this will cut off the $2,000 


extra salary, 
paying the 


which this county has been 

Stone Mountain judge. Or 
the county commission can request him 
to continue to devote a portion of his 
time to the work in this cirevit and 
continue his salary. 

Judge Reid, like Judge L. S. Roan in 
the past, would have several weeks a 
term which he could devote to this 
eircuit, and there is little doubt that 
he would accept the extra work if it is 
offered him. 

That the judges of the superior court, 
when they meet in conference, will se- 
riously consider recommending that the 
judge of the Stone Mountain circuit 
continue to assist in the work here, there 
is no doubt. 

The civil docket of the superior court 
is just as congested as the criminal 
docket, and attorneys say that it re- 
quires about ten months to get a hear- 
ing for any new suit which does not 
eentain a motion. In other words, the 
eourts are about ten months behind 
with business.

CONFLICTING DECISIONS 
BY COURTS SHALL STAND 


So Rule State Court of Ap- 
neals and Supreme Court 


in Telephone Case 


\ decision by the state court of ap- 


peals in ¢onflict with a later decision 
the state supreme court shall stand, 
both courts, because of its priority 
and notwithstanding the conflict. In the 
case of the Southern Bell Telephone 
ompany vs. J. L. Glawson, from Ameri- 
cus, handed down Tuesday, the court, 
yf appeals pronounces this law upon 
authority of the supreme ‘court. 

Mr, Glawson sued the telephone com- 
pany for damages because when his 
wife was desperately ill he was unable

to get the telephone connection which 
might have brought the doctor out in 
me to save her, A demurrer was sus- 
tained in the court at Americus, but 


the court of appeals reversed the judg- 
ment and ordered the case to be tried. 
The verdict was for $5,000 damages 
against the company. The company ap- 
pealed, and the court of appeals re- 
versed the judgment, declaring that the 
telephone company is obligated to use 
only ordinary care in serving its pa- 
trons and that inasmuch as the peti- 
toner, Mr. Glawson, had a horse and 
buggy in his stable and a grown son 
to use them, he’ should have sent for 
the doctor and not depended entirely 
upon the telephone. 

This decision had been formulated 
but had not been announced when in an- 
other case of similar nature the state 
supreme court ruled exactly the con- 
trary. Then the court of appeals certi- 
fled its own decision to the supreme 
court in order to determine which should 
Stand, 

The supreme court held that though 
the court of appeals is bound to fol- 
low decision, previousy rendered by the 
supreme court, it cannot be expected 
to divine those decisions before they 
are rendered. Therefore, a decision ren- 
dered by the court of appeals, not vio- 
lating a previous decision by the su- 
preme court, shall stand until set aside 


by the appellate court or the supreme 
court,

From Mud to Millions. 


A newspaper correspondent recently made a trip 
through what is known as “the Black Swamp coun- 
try” of northern Ohio, a region extending over five 
counties in the valley of the Maumee river and, 
in years gone by, so beset with bogs and overflows 
as to be untillable and practically worthless. “He 
traveled four hundred and thirty-six miles in all,” 
relates the Louisville Courier-Journal, “and he 
found that the farmers in that district were aver- 
aging thirty bushels of oats, twenty-five bushels of 
rye, two and a half tons of clover and more than 
four tons of alfalfa. He saw dozens of fields of 
wheat that produce thirty-five bushels to the acre 
and dozens of corn fields that yield sixty-five bushels 
to the acre.” Indeed, 
once useless and dangerous to public health, was 
found to be the most fruitful, and profitable soil of 
the state’s entire agricultural area, 


the Black Swamp country, 


The correspondent remarks that this is “an object 
in getting something out of nothing.” It 
might more truly be described, however, as an object 
lesson 


lesson 


in putting thought and enterprise into a 
latent but fertile opportunity. Swamp lands are in 
fact a great treasury of potential wealth, a sort of 
Ali Baba’s cave, stored with all manner of hidden 
riches, awaiting him who comes with the open sesame 
of science and purposeful skill, 

It was only some two decades ago that this en- 
tangled Ohio swamp was a serious problem to the 
state. When its timber had been cut away, the re- 
maining morass was worse than useless; it was a 
source of malarial disease and a detrigent to the 
value of all adjacent property, But a movement to 
drain the swamp was inaugurated. Competent en- 
gineers were employed to make preliminary surveys. 
Then interested communities with the aid of the 
state undertook the practical work. of reclamation. 
The land was steadily redeemed from its original con- 
dition. Durable roads were built. Farms sprang up 
here and there, more numerously each season. The 
district became widely known for healthfulness as 
well as fertility. Every acre within its boundarits 
rose in value, yielding substantial profit to the indi- 
vidual owner and an incomparable larger tax revenue 
to the state. Today the Black Swamp country is one 
of Ohio’s richest sources of food supply and pros- 
perity. 

What an example is this to Georgia, whose swamp 
and overflow lands comprise one-fourteenth of the 
state’s entire area! What has teen done in Ohio 
has been done and is being done in many other 
parts of the country; and it can be done here witn 
equal ease and advantage. The state could make no 
sounder investment than to provide for the drainage 
of these now worthless but potentially valuable 
It is estimated that Georgia’s swamp and 
overflow lands average less than a dollar per acre 
in value; 


lands. 


it is said, indeed, that in many places they 
can actually be purchased at two or three dollars an 
acre. State Geologist McCallie has shown that if 
these lands were drained, the state, imstead of re- 
ceiving as it now does an annual income in taxes 
to the amount of thirteen thousand, five hundred 
dollars, should receive six hundred and seventy-five 
thousand, or nearly a million dollars. 
as the state geologist adds, 


“Tt is true,” 
“that this estimate is 
made on the supposition that all the swamp and 
overflow lands be reclaimed, which will probably 
never be completely realized; nevertheless the ratio 
of increase in taxes to the state will hold good for 
every acre of land drained and put under cultivation,” 

From a purely business standpoint, it is evident 
that the state can ill afford to neglect this important 
and inviting enterprise. The increase in tax values 
alone would more than warrant a liberal appropria- 
tion for drainage work; and to that increase must 
be added the incalculable good that would come to 


public interests in general and, particularly, to agri- 
culture. :

The despised pennies quickly accumulate to the 
jolar. The good habit, persisted in, becomes a no- 
ble character. The business built up by day unto day 
that utters knowledge is put on the high road to suc- 
cess and to wealth for its proprietors. 

At a certain college they wanted to win boat races, 
and were defeated with discouraging regularity. They 
presumed that the trouble was with the stroke they 
were using. So they began a series of experiments. 
They imported skilled oarsmen to teach the candidates 
for the crew. As fast as one “coach” failed, amid a 
chorus of excited denunciation and disagreement, they 
engaged a new aquatic tutor—and rowing became syn- 
onymous with the word that is spelt the same but 
means a wordy quarrel. At last*they got a man who 
knew his profession, though he was no stellar genius. 
There was stiff opposition to his appointment—the 
eroakers said he would be just one more loquacious 
fizzle. He went to work. His crew did not win its 
great race of the year. But it came within a scant 
boat length of so doing. The babel broke out again in 
alumni circles more vociferously than ever. They dear- 
ly wanted, in the name and for the love of the col- 
lege, a victorious crew. They decided to give him an- 
other chance. He made good. To the nucleus from

Men like Schwab, of -ne 
Bethlehem steel works, owe their success in life to the 
fact that there were men behind them at the start who 
believed in them and had sufficient faith in them to 
let them try @xperiments and then hold fast to that 
which proved to be good. Nearly every great inventor 
has had to pay the penalty of the forward look by 
having to run the gauntlet at first of incredulous indif- 
ference and then of positive ridicule. The Wright 
boys “fooling away” and “tinkering” behind their high 
board fence at Dayton endured no bet€er fate than Da- 
rius Green, and ths populace waited till he was dead 
to apotheosize 8. P. Langley. But the man who nas 
an idea to realize, to practicalize, will not be stopped. 
The motive power of a tremendous life-absorbing in- 
spiration drives him ahead. Edison never has watched 
the hands of the clock; the hireling who remains Ler- 
ever an underling does that. There are men who sim- 
ply will not be “licked,” who will not “stay put,” who 
will not accept the righteousness of all things as they 
are, or let red tape tie their hands or be crushed by 
the ponderousness of an official seal. "The name ot 
Grant or of Kitchener spells the inflexible resolution 
of a man, So does th- unheard name of many a-civil 
engineer. 

A woman is determined to keep her home, and pro- 
tect the fledglings of her family, and comfort and sus- 
tain her husband. There is no more wonderful and 
beautiful persistence in the world than hers, She 
smiles and pretends it does not hurt when the sick 
headache that she endures would drive fashion’s doll to 
European watering places. Clouds of financial adver- 
sity lower, and her bright eyes are first to spy their 
silver lining. Nothing can down the gallant vigilance 
of such a spirit. That is the kind of courage that is 
not set forth in romantic novels, in which sap-head and 
peach blossom sit under the parasol or in the hammock 
and ring the changes upon their thistledown and sylla- 
bub affections. The domestic heroisms are unregarded; 
the tinkle of the wine glass is heard above the whirring 
drone of the sewing machiné, the red roses of the crys- 
tal palaces of indolence are flaunted over the lowly 
geranium in a tin can on the tenement window sill, 
Yet most people are poor. Most people have no alterna- 
tive but to stand at work all day at stamping machine, 
or wash tub, or behind the counter, or in front of over- 
large —_— of school children, know the virtue of 
persistefice that will not say die no matter what the 
odds.— Philadelphia Public Ledger.

Constructive Legislation 
BY DR. FRANK CRANE. 
(Copyright, 1913, by Frank Crane.) 


Most laws are prohibitions. Most reformers want 


to prohibit something. Yet the history of law demon- 
strates that prohibition is universally a failure. 

The | classical definition of law is that it “prescribes 
what is right and’ prohibits what is wrong.” That is 
to say, it is positive and negative. It is the negative 
function of law that has been overworked, because it 


is cheap, handy and deceptively efficient. 

Prohibition has its place. It is goed for children. 
It is a “school master.” It is useful as a temporary 
prop until the man is able to stand alone. The laws 
of Moses were not permanent; they were, according to 
the apostle, to “Pass away,” being replaced by a new 
covenant, the inspiration of the individual. in other 
words, negative legislation is in time to be supplanted 
by positive. Rules afe for children and childish races; 
principles are for men and mature peoples. 

The past eras of monarchy, absolutism, and govern- 
ment by restraint generally, represent the childhood 
of the race. Democracy means mankind coming of 
age. 

A democracy implies that a people is now ready to 
govern itself. It’s time to quit saying “Don't” and to 
begin saying “Do.” 4 

For instance, take a few of the more prominent ills 
of society and see how they are now treated negatively 
and how they might much better be treated positively. 

We prohibit liquor selling, more or less, in every 
section of the country. The result is far from satis- 


“factory. Not only is the consumption of aicohol “in- 


creasing, but attendant evils of graft and law-breaking 
are plenty. Constructive legislation would give thor- 
ough instruction to all children as to the effects of 
alcohol; supply this instruction, and remove all re- 
straints, and in one generation you would set better 
results than in a hundred years under the present sys- 
tem. No nation ever tried this. 

We prohibit the social evil. You know the deplora- 
ble consequences, Use constructive legislation, teach 
adolescents sex truth, keep them in school until they 
are of age, assure every child of economic support dur- 
ing non-age, and the scarlet woman would disappear. 
No nation on earth has ever tried this. 

We prohibit graft. Why not remove the conditions 
that create it? Grait is the conStant product of in- 
differentism in politics. Develop ‘Self-government 


among children, train them to civie conscience, and 
graft will cease. 

Prohibitive laws against trusts are a fade. emove 
that element in trusts which renders them da rous, 


which is irresponsible’ absolutism. Whenever a busi- 
ness reaches the point of a practical monopoly, let the 
government enter it as a partner or take it over bodily. 
Our present harassing prosecution of trusts~is a men- 
ace to business. 

We enact prohibitive laws against crime. Better 
would it be to search for the cause of crime and re- 
move it. Nine-tenths of crime comes from inadequate 
training and environment in childhood. Put all the 
children in school all the time. By so doing you woud 
cure. The present system of punishments, jails and 
retaliations nourishes crime. Every penitentiary is a 
criminal maker; every School house is a criminal pre- 
venter. No nation on earth has ever tried construcuve 
crime legislation. 

The foremost physicians are now preaching “‘pre- 
ventive medicine.” A thousand times better to re- 
move disease breeding conditions than to invent 
“cures.” — 

The foremost ethical thinkers are teaching charac- 
ter building by inspiration and development, and not 
by restrictions. ; 

Along with “doping” in medicine, and “don’ ting” i 
morals, restrictive *legislation must go to the pba 
heap. 

It is time for democracy to realize its maturity, and 
for law to try to have some of the sound sense of tite 
twentieth century; it is time to begin to remove jie 
causes of evil and to quit applying poultices to the 
symptoms. 

From a recent article by Mr. Hapgood I quote: 

“We need social engineering. We need poets and 
spiritual seers. .We-need conStruction. We do not 
need suppression. We -do not need negative reform. 
We «wave too many laws and too much attempt by the 
‘good people’ to cut off the evil. It is better to have 
vice than to have no life. The ideal is to construct our 
pleasures joyousiy so that the limited and the evil die 
a natural death. The cure of the bad is more life, 
not less.” . .

Stage Shot That Killed | 


The story of how an actor was fatally shot on the 
stage in full view of the audience, who remained un- 
aware of the accident, has been made public since the 
death recently of Herbert Bonhote Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson, who was thirty-four years old, was 
playing the hero, Jack FraSer, in “The Woman Con- 
quers,’ which was produced by Carlton Wallace’s com- 
pany at the Hlephant and Castle theater. 

At the first night performance all went well until 
toward the end when a climax is reached in a scene 
in which the hero, Jack Fraser, is shot and wounded by 
Raymond Delgada, his rival in love. The part of Del- 
gada was played by D. Lewin Mannering. 

A full-sized gun, with blank cartridges, was used, 
but by some accident Mr. Wilson received an injury 
to the shoylder. 

The audience did not appreciate what had actually 
occurred. It was thought by those who went to his 
assistance that some tragic error had been made in 
loading the gun, but that he was suffering merely 
from a flesh wound which bled profusely. Mr. Wil- 
son was able to deceive the audience while the play 
was brought to an end. 

He was hurriedly conveyed to his home in Noel street, 
Islington, where the doctor found that the gun had 
been discharged into his left shoulder, where a deep 
wound had been inflicted. Six felt*wads were re- 
moved from it, and his condition became so serious 
that he was removed a few days later to the Great 
Northern hospital, where it was intended to perform 
an operation. He was, however, too weak to receive 
am anesthetic, and died. * 

A pathetic feature of Mr. Wilson’s death is that 
during the first day after the accident he felt’ that he 
would be able to resume his part. x 

His father, who is an army officer living in Ken- 
sington, saw him at the hospital, but left for Folke- 
stone, thinking that his son would recover quickly 
after an operation. 

Mrs. Wilson the widow, who is only twenty-six 
years old, is also an actress, being widely known on 
the stage as Miss Eda Trever’ha, She is left with two 
little daughters.—London Chronicle.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Reading almost 
monopolized speculative interests in the open- 
ing trading today.

The 
opening transactlon was a biock of 12,000 
shares at 109% to 169%. The price was ran 
up te 170% on a series of large transactions, 
establishing a gain of 2%. xt then dropped 
back a point. New Haven was again weak, 
falling 1% to a new low record at 88%. Other 
changes were small and irregular. 

Rapidity of the rise in Reading and weak- 
ness of New Haven disturbed sentiment and 
traders hurried to get out of the market. Union 
Pacific, Interboro-Metropolitan preferred, Can 
and the Rock Island stocks fem 1 to 1% under 
yesterday's close. Reading reacted 1% and 
New Haven lest 2%. 

Reports of an increase in dividends, large 
earnings and segregation of assets involving 
the stock dividend were brought forward to 
explain the rise in Reading, which reached its 
climax this morning when the price jumped 
to a level ten points bigher than a week ago. 
The rumors were classed merely as stock mar- 
ket gossip. ‘The explanation more readily ac- 
cepted was that the shorts bad suffered a vio- 
lent squeeme. 

When the short interest in Reading began 
to show signs of demoralization special pressure 
was applied against the general market. For- 
eign houses sold Reading, notwithstanding the 
advance in that stock in Londen was greater 
than the upturn here, which caused assertions 
that the movement abroad was engineered from 
this side. 

Uncertain tendencies in the general market 
resolved inte a general decline which continued 
until the movement in Reading became normal. 
The market improved before midday and prices 
moved upward. Bonds easy, 

The market again showed drooping tendencies 
after the movement had byought up prices suf- 
ficiently to enable professionals to unload ad- 
vantageously. Union Pacific sold a point over 
yesterday’s final and Reading got close to 170 
before they reacted. Independent strength de- 
veloped in numerous minor specialties, particu. 
larly Great Northern Ore and the petroleum 
stocks. Central Railroad of New Jersey made 
another jump of 15 points following yesterday’s 
advance of 9 points.

a quick start and makes a sure 
easy it is to plant these seed now and how

it will enrichen our ground tenfold so quickly. 

If the farmers of our country would take care of their lands through 
this method we would soon be making double the yicid we now are. 
Burr clover is equally as good for building up the soil, and no one 


should neglect to try some of these plants this season «nd see what a 


wonderful benefit they are. I have seen an acre of corn growing this 
year on land that was practically poor last season, thae would not yield 
more than one-half bale of cotton, and I am confident this corn planted 
behind ¢rimson clover which had been turned under m April would 
easily make seventy-five to one hundred bushels per acre. When, right 
by side this land where $10 worth of fertilizer had been used per 
yere, the corn will not make more than thirty-five to fifty bushels per 
acre at the outside. The corn planted behind crimson clover is green 
io the ground, showing that a tremendous amount of nitrogen was 
stored in the soil by the growing of crimson clover and this is what 
nearly all of our lands are deficient in, nitrogen and vegetable matter. 


And, when this can be had at so small a cost anyone is neglecting a
